There might 
be some deficiencies and inadequacies in this report and it is expected that with constructive criticism by the 
readers, the next issue will be more informative and helpfull.

This is the Second Annual Report of the School Education Department since its bifurcati 
Education Department. During this last 21 years there has been considerable improvement in the Sch 
Sector. While there were only 42.881 primary, 3.467 Jr. High Schools, 4877 High Schools and 897 Highe с 
Schools during that period of 1977, at present there are about 51,521 Primary Schools, 2906 Jr. High Sc ools, 


High Schools and 1566 Higher Secondary Schools. 


During the year, under review, maximum emphasis has been given on universalisation of elementary education 
(UEE) which has became the major task before the State and Central Government after the Hon'ble Supreme 
Court's decision in Satpal Anand-vs-Union of India and others. Inspite of resource constraints, the State Government 
is making all-out effort for achieving the task of free and compulsorv education by the beginning of 21st Century. 
During 1997-98 we have taken step of sanctioning 1000 new Primarv Schools with three teachers which will be set 
up in different districts. We have taken up Central Sector Scheme of extended Operation Black Board, area internsive 
scheme for minorities educational programme. During the year we have sanctioned 500 Jr. High Schools. 


We have already introduced minimum level of learning strategy in all the districts and we have taken steps for 
reducing drop-out rates. We have also taken up District Primary Education Programme with Central assistance and 
made integrated approach in order to achieve the target of Universalisation of Primary Eduction (UPE) іп 5 districts 
viz. Bankura, Birbhum, South 24-Parganas, Murshidabad and Cooch Behar. We are also trying to cover remaining 
13 districts under DPEP. Central Scheme of Modernisation of Madrasah Education and Integrated Education for the 
disabled children are being continued during this year. 


In order to attract well qualified and more efficient candidates in teaching profession, we are going to recruit 
Secondary School teachers through "School Service Commission". 


For upgrading teachers' training, establishment of 13 DIETs have been taken up under Central Scheme. Similarly 
SCERT has been strengthened through recruitment of specialists. 


In our all-out effort appropriate steps have been taken for qualitative improvement of the standard of education 
at every stage under this Department. In this Annual Report we have made endeavour to cover all facets of School 
Eduation so that reader can get a glimpse of the present scenario in that sector.

In terms of population, West Bengal occupies 4th position amongst the States of India with a population of | 
68.07 million as per 1991 Census with 52% male and 48% female. 73% of the population living in rural areas. 
Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribes population constitute 23.6% and 5.6% respectivelv. Of the Scheduled Tribe 
population—Santhals, Oraon, Moonda and Bhunji groups constitute 9090. Half of the Scheduled Tribe population 

is concentrated іп five districts, i.e. Midnapore, Purulia, Burdwan, Bankura and Birbhum. : 


Some of the demographic features which have implications for the educational system are: High density 
population, fairly high growth rate, growing process of urbanisation and prevailing linguistic diversity. 98% of 
population speak one or more of the five languages viz. Bengali, Hindi, Santhli, Urdu and Nepali while the mother 
tongue of 85% of the population is Bengali. 


West Bengal is contiguous to four States of India: Orissa, Bihar, Sikkim and Assam. International border 
of Bangladesh, Nepal and Bhutan also constitute a large segment of border of the State.

CHAPTER II 
Overview of Educational Scenario in West Bengal 


“In a rapidly changing world of today one thing is certain—yesterday's educational system will not meet 
today’s and even so, the need of tomorrow ....... Kothari Commission, 1964-66.” 


Accordingly in 1977 the erstwhile Education Department of this State was bifurcated into two separate 
Departments i.e., School Education Department and Higher Education Department to meet the educational aspiration 
and needs of the State. 


The School Education Department was entrusted with the task of looking after the School Education including 
Madrasah Education, Social Education and Library Services, whereas the Higher Education Department was to 
look after the area of Collegiate and University system of education{ The State Government also keenly interested 
to achieve the target of U.P.E. and E.F.A. i.e. education for all. Because education generates consciousness amongst 
the people for which the State Government subsequently created Mass Education Extension Department and 
Technical Education and Training Department to cope up with the expanding function of Mass Education, Library 
Services and Technical Education and Training.” 


The Minister-in-Charge of School Education along with Secretary and Secretariat takes the policy decision 
in respect of matters relating to School Education including Madrasah Education. The Director of School Education 
implements the policy of the Government through the Inspectorate and Inspectors located in Districts, Sub-divisions 


and Circle/Block levels. 

WA entire School Education system has been decentralised into separate tiers as the State Government believes 
in the policy of decentralisation of management. The educational and administrative system in order to running 
the Primary Schools in the districts are managed by autonomous bodies viz., District Primary School Council 
(DPSC) under the careful supervision and proper guidance of the West Bengal Board of Primary Education. All 
these Bodies have been established by Act. ) 


( иал, the West Bengal Board of Secondary Education, а democratically elected ашопотоиѕ Бойу looks 
afterthe administration of the Secondary Schools mainly for affiliation, recognition, derecognition and management 
system of Secondary schools as the Secondary schools are managed by democraticallv elected Managing Committees. 
The Board also conducts the school leaving examination at the end of 10 years of schooling through a public 
examination system i.e., Madhyamik Examination. The West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Education looks 
after and manage education at the +2 stage and it also conducts public examination after Class-XII i.e., Higher 
Secondary Examination. 


VU As per recommendation of Kothari Commission, West Bengal Government re-structured the educational 
pattern of 104243 system. 


The elementary education consists of 5 years of schooling from Class I to Class V followed by Jr. High 
or Upper Primary Education from Class VI to Class VIII provided in all Jr. High, Secondary and Higher Secondary 
schools. A child enters into the system at the age of 54 and takes part in the first public examination at the age 
of 154 after completion of 10 years of general school education and leaves after completing Higher Secondary 
stage at the age of 174. 


To cope up with the issues of Educational management, Research and Training system the State Government 
has established State Council of Educational Research and Training (SCERT) under the direct control of the School 
Education Department. 


The West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education looks after the needs of Jr. Madrasah, High Madrasah and 
Sr. Madrasahs. All these autonomous Boards and Councils act within the guidance framed by the School Education 
Department in accordance with the provisions of Acts passed by the State Legislature for Primary, Secondary, 
Higher Secondary Schools and Madrasahs.

Directorate of School Education 


The Director is the executive head of the School Education Directorate and carries out multivarious functions 
in regard to financial, administrative and supervisory functions with the help and assistance of Joint Directors, 
Deputy Directors and Asstt. Directors, Accounts Officer, Asstt. Law Officers and other officers and staff. The 
Director of School Education looks after the Primary, Secondary, Higher Secondary and Madrasah Education in 
the State. 


Functions of District Level Officers 


(1) The District Inspectorate of Primary Education headed by Dist. Inspector of Schools (PE) controls and 
supervises Circle offices, Primary Teachers' Training Institutes (PTTI) and he is also the Ex-officio Secretary of 
the District Primary School Council (DPSC). Who also supervises primary schools for academic development & 
adminitrative improvement like other inspecting officer, attached to the district Hd. Quarter. 


(2) Circle Office is the lowest level of administrative unit of the Directorate. Sub-Inspector of Schools is 
the head of the Circle office and he controls, supervises and inspects the Primary Schools within the jurisdiction 
of a circle. 


(3) The District Inspectorate of Secondary Education headed by Dist. Inspector of Schools (SE) controls and 
supervises non-Govt. Secondary Institutions and also inspects the schools and he releases Grant (Recurring and 
non-Recurring) to different Schools and Madrasahs under his control; conducts different types of examination and 
inspection for recognition and upgradation of Secondary Schools. The Dist. Inspector of Schools (SE) also functions 
as a member in the Governing Body of Govt. High Schools located in his/her district. Supervision of Schools 
for academic and administrative improvement is alsó made by the Dist. Inspector of Schools (SE) and other 
inspecting officers attached to his office. 


(4) Asstt. Inspector of Schools at the Sub-Divisional level manages, looks after and controls Provident Fund 
of the teachers and non-teaching staff of the non-Govt. Secondary Schools and Madrasahs. The preliminary 
checking work of pension for the teaching and non-teaching staff of non-Govt. Secondary Schools is also done 
by the Asstt. Inspector of Schools in addition to discharging of other functions as entrusted by the Dist. Inspector 
of Schools (SE). 


(5) The District Officer for Physical Education and Youth Welfare looks after the schools’ Physical Education 
programme and guides the schools” Sports Association. He also distributes non-Recurring Grant to Secondary 


Schools for upliftment of sports facilities in addition to active supervision of District and State Sports for Primary 
children in each year.

The Administrative Section of the Directorate of School Education, West Bengal, looks after all 
administrative and other allied matters. A report to highlight the achievements of the segment during the 
year 1997-98 is as follows: 


lin 


For decentralisation of educational planning and administration of School Education svstem in West 
Bengal, two more educational sub-divisions like administrative sub-divisions have been created and 
opened at Haldia in Midnapore and Khatra in Bankura district during the vear 1997-98. 


For orientation of primarv teachers with the new schemes for universalisation of primarv education, 
19 (nineteen) posts of Asstt. Inspectors of Schools have been created on academic interest under the control 
of 19 District Primarv School Councils in West Bengal during 1997-98. 


For educational administration, there are educational complex (Siksha Bhawan) in districts of Birbhum, 
Bankura, Puruliva, Burdwan, Murshidabad, Malda, Dakshin Dinajpur and Darjeeling. Administrative 
Buildings for Educational Administration of Howrah, North 24-Parganas are under construction as per 
sanction of the Govt. and in Cooch Behar new building has been opened during the vear 1997-98. 


To meet the grievances of the public a separate grievance cell has been set up in the Directorate. 


An arrangement for in-service training of Inspecting Officers, Statistical Officers and Accounts Officers 
has been made. 


4 (four) posts of Officers-on-Special Dutv from Asstt. Inspector of Schools have been created and 
appointed on deputation to the four Regional Offices of West Bengal School Service Commission. 


One Administrative Officer for Law Cell and one Head Assistant for Pension Cell of this Directorate have 
been created and appointed. 
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CHAPTER III 
Primary Education 


Age of entry in Class I is 5+. At primary stage up to Class IV students learn their lessons in mother-tongue. 
A second language which is English is introduced in Class V. The performance of the students at the stage is 
evaluated through continuous evaluation process. At present, there are 51,000 primary schools with an enrolment 
of about 85,00,000. 


Primary education in the State is completely free. All children up to Class V are provided with free text 
books written in six languages viz. Bengali, Urdu, Nepali, Santhali and Oriya in their mother-tongue. The State 
Government, as a further incentive, provides school dress to all Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe girl students 
and 25 per cent girls belonging to economically backward families. 


In the academic year 1995-96, School Education Department, on experimental basis, conducted Minimum 
Level Learning strategies. It identifies competence required arid introduced Minimum Level of Learning in ten 
schools surrounding in each of the Primary Teachers’ Training Institute. Teaching Manual and the Teachers’ 
Training Programme were undertaken for its implementation. There is also a regular re-orientation training 
programme for the primary teachers, ċonducted by State Council of Educational Research & Training (SCERT). 


Curriculum of the Primary schools in West Bengal is based on the following frameworks 


(i) Physical education and games, (ii) Productive and creative works, (iii) Direct experience activities, 
(iv) Text book based learning. 


Text book based learning consist of teaching of mother-tongue, arithmetic, history, geography, science 
embracing environmental aspects. 


Primary School sports is organised at Circle level followed by District level and at the State level in each 
year. During 1995-96 State Level Meet was conducted at Howrah by the District Primary School Council (DPSC), 
Howrah. During 1996-97 State Level Sports Meet was organised in Calcutta through District Primary School 
Council, Calcutta. 


West Bengal Board of Primary Education and District Primary School Council 


The State Government is committed to decentralisation and democratisation of primary education system in 
the State. In order to provide participation of primary scliool teachers in the process of management of primary 
education, we have established West Bengal Board of Primary ‘Education at the State level and District Primary 
School Council at the District level. қ 


West Bengal Board of Primary Education is ап autonomous арех organisation for supervision and control 
of the primary education, in the State. It is responsible for the academic development of the primary education. 
It prescribes curriculum, frames syllabus, organises teachers' training and prepares text books. It also frames code 
of conduct of teachers. The District Primary School Council is vested with the power of setting up of Primary 
School and appointment of Teachers. 


West Bengal Board of Primary Education is headed by a President who is assisted by an Executive 
Secretary. The President is also assisted by a number of Committees in all matters of special importance. 


At the District level District Primary School Council is headed by a Chairman who is assisted by 
the Executive Secretary. District Inspector of Schools (Primary) is the Ex-officio Secretary of the District 
Primary School Council (DPSC). DPSC is responsible for the control over the primary education of the 
district and is also the employer of the teachers. It also disburses salaries of the primary school 
teachers. 

District Primary School Council (DPSC) is also responsible for the distribution of incentive to the school 
children. It is constituted largely with the representation of the practising primary teachers and it works in close 
liaison with the Panchayat. 
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Text Book | 
All students studying in Classes I to V in all recognised primary schools are provided with free text books | 

from the State Government. Directorate of School Education operates the entire scheme of production and | 

distribution of text books. After the establishment of West Bengal Board of Primary Education, finalisation of 


manuscripts of the text books, revision of the text books etc. are being undertaken with the help of the State 
Council of Educational Research & Training (SCERT). 


At present more than 3 crores of books in 84 titles in five languages are printed and distributed. Bengali, 
Hindi, Urdu, Nepali, Oriya and Santhali are the languages in which books are printed. Eighty per cent of the printing 
work of the text books is carried out through press run by the State Government. For printing and distribution 
of text books there are various Committees. After the printing of the books those are despatched to district 
headquarters and stored in district godowns. From the district godown books are sent to the Panchayat Samities 
and Municipalities as per the requisition submitted by the District Inspector of Schools (P). From the Gram 
Panchayat books are distributed to the students through school. In the year 1997-98 School Education Department 
spent Rs. 17.37 crores for the purpose of printing of 3.15 crores of N.T. Books.

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Setting ир of New Primary Schools and Creation of Posts 


To facilitate the development of Primary Education in the State and to accommodate sizeable portion of 
non-school going children between the age group of 5 to 9 years in Primary School, the Government has 
sanctioned 1000 new Primary Schools to be set up in different districts with creation of 3000 new posts in ITDP 
and non-ITDP Blocks during 1997-98. Simultaneously another 2250 additional posts of primary teachers have 
been created for the existing primary schools to enhance the intake capacity.

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Child Education Centre 


It is seen that due to various reasons children who should attend the primary school fail to enrol themselves 
because of certain social, cultural or any other form of barriers. In order to bring these children into the field of 
education ‘Child Education Centres’ have been set up in different districts. These centres were set up at the initiation 
of the local people they decided the timing, venue etc. of the centre where the children will be provided education 
by “Siksha Sahayika” (para-teacher). These para-teachers will be provided with an honorarium of Rs. 800/- per 
month and there will be two such para-teachers in every centre. Everyday at least three hours for 200 days in 
a year the educational activities will be ‘on’ in these centres. State Government will provide text-books etc. to 
the learners and the entire project will be monitored by the Department of Panchayat and Rural Development, 
Government of West Bengal. Last year 1000 such centres were sanctioned in various districts the distribution of 
such centres is shown in the following table:—

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Some major Incentive Schemes in the field of Primary Education 


Universalisation of Primary Education is given high importance by the State Government. In spite of providing 
facilities all children of the age group of Primary Education cannot avail the opportunity. Illiteracy, poverty, active 
participation in helping economic activity of their parents, malnutrition etc. have forced them not to enter into 
the educational environment. That is why, unschooling and drop out rate among children belonging to the 
marginalised group is higher than those of other children. Some incentive schemes have been undertaken by the 
State Government to bring all children within the age group of 5 to 9 years under free and compulsory Primary 
Education. Some of those are: 


School Dress 

Provision of School Dress for the Girl Students in Primary Schools is an important incentive programme 
in Primary Education. The State Government provides School Dress to 100% Girl Students belonging to 
$.С/$.Т. Communities and 25% of the Girl Students belonging to economically backward families. The State 
Government has to bear approximately an amount of Rs. 10.00 crores only per year for implementation of the 
programme. The total implementation of the programme rests on the authorities of the Primary School Council 
of the District. 


School Sports 


School Sports is also one of the incentive programmes which has long been implemented by the State 
Government in the field of Primary Education in every year. It involves all students of Primary Schools right from 
Classes I to V for achieving their Physical and Mental Growth through competitive games in 6 (six) different 
types such as School/Anchal/Circle/Sub-Division/District Level and lastly ended in State Level Sports Meet 
with great enthusiasm with active participation of Students, Teachers, Guardians, Panchayats, Municipalities, 
District Primary Councils, District Inspector of Schools Office etc. The successful competitors of State Level 
Meet are awarded Scholarship for their achievement. An involvement of an amount of Rs. 29,60,000/- only 
and local collection from Panchayat and other sources was made to implement the Programme successfully 
during the last financial year. To” generate morċ interest among Primary School Students and to increase 
Community participation, facilities for more games and sports are to be provided in Primary Schools. 


Mid-day Meal 

Programme of Mid-day Meal such as dry food is also an important incentive scheme with the financial 
involvement of the State and Central Govt. The aim is to enroll all eligible children in the field of Primary 
Education and also to reduce Drop-out rate. The State Govt. ensures the distribution through active participation 
of the District Administration, Zilla Parishads, DPSCs, Food & Supply Deptt., Panchayat Bodies and Primary 


School Teachers. қ 


Construction Maintenance & Repair of Primary School 


Other programmes like Construction and repairs of Primary School Buildings, Construction of Addl. Class- 
rooms, Sinking of Tube wells for drinking water facilities, Supply of Teaching-Learning materials under OB 
Scheme, Periodical Health Check-up Programme, Aforestation Programme etc. are taken up by the Govt. with 
the involvement of Zilla Parishad/District Primary School Councils/Panchayats and other local bodies with a view 
to having a congenial atmosphere for the development of education in primary schools. The following table 
indicates the activities in this field: 


Progress of Project Work in five DPEP District, West Bengal 


1. Atlong last the programme of implementing DPEP in 5 selected districts of Bankura, Birbhum, Murshidabad, 
Cooch Behar and South 24-Parganas was approved by the Expenditure Finance Committee (EFC) of the Ministry 
of Finance, Govt. of India and the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) was signed by the Overseas Development 
Administration (ODA), now called the Department for International Development (DFID), Government of U.K. 
and the Department of Economic Affairs (DEA), Govt. of India. The fund for the programme was released by 
the Ministry of Human Reasource Development, Govt. of India in June, 1997. Our Chief Minister, who is the 
President of Paschim Banga Rajya Prathamik Siksha Unnayan Sanstha, official launched the programme 
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with effect from June 23, 1997. The fund for financing the project activities was received sometime in July, 1997. 
Thus hardly a period of 9 months was available during the financial year 1997-98 was Rs. 1648.00 lakh for different 
activities against which a sum of Rs. 720.77 lakh (4496) was spent during these nine months even though there 
Was practically no work for a substantial period because of the intervening Parliamentary and Panchayat elections. 


2. Physical Progress 


2.1 Project Planning and Management: The State and District Project Teams have been duly trained in 
different national institutions as well as at the State level. District level workshops on this issue have also been 
convened and there is now a team of experts at each District level and at the State level. In respect of management, 
it may be noted that necessary steps have already been taken to obtain names of prospective candidates for different 
unfilled posts at the State and District project offices. The interviews for these post, will be taken in the months 
of June and July so that personnel may be in position towards the end of July, 1998, MIS personnel at these offices 
will also be in a position by that time. 


2.2 Training: 


2.2.1 Teacher training: A committee has been set up for taking all sorts of decision about teacher training. 
Under the aegis of West Bengal Board of Primary Education, MLL programme has been introduced in 10/20 
schools of each district the Board has also conducted teacher training for this approach and have already produced 
MLL based text books for these schools. This programme will be replicated after having feed-back from the 
present schools. 


The State level workshops have also been convened with National and State level resource persons for 
visioning and teaching-learnign materials. Similar workshops have also been convened at the District and Sub- 
district level. In certain cases this has also come down to teacher level. 


Government orders have already been issued for placement of suitable primary shcool teachers as CRC & 

BRC academic co-ordinators at the rate of 1 and 2 respectively. Districts have already obtained names of willing 

candidates for this purpose and the selection process will be in place within this month. The State Resource Group 

- (SRG) and District Resource Group (DRG) have already been convened and intensive training of the groups is 
contemplated in July-August this year. | 


2.2.2 Training for others: Apart from the training оп planning and management, other State level workshops 
on conducting Preparatory Rural Appraisal (PRA), Micro planning along with distance matrix have also been 
convened at the State, District and Sub-district levels. 


Module for training of VEC & VCC members have also been prepared and these trainings will be in place 
very shortly. 


2.2.3 Community mobilisation: This aspect was taken care of at the time of preparatory planning process. 
At present this is going to be addressed through VEC. Different meetings, rallies etc. have also been planned for 
mobilising the local people. The Cluster Coordinators along with Officer-in-Charge of VEC at the District level 
and State level will generate separate programmes suitable for cach locality. Some calendars and posters etc. are 
being prepared at the State level to sensitize all State holders as well as common masses about DPEP in general 
and different programmes in particular. 


2.4 Renewal of text book: This process has already been initiated by West Bengal Board of Primary 
Education. It has been understood that the trial copy of the text books for Class I & II will be ready within a 
short period and the trialling in some pilot class will be taken up during the current academic year. 


2.5 IED Intervention: One block and one urban area of each district have already been indentified for door 
to door survey by VEC in respect of indentification of disabled children in the block/urban area. Once the number 
of disabled children with different types disabilities and extend of impairment is known specific intervention for 
those children in main streaming will be taken up. It may be noted in this connection that the SCERT, West Bengal 
has already convened two workshops with specialists as a beginning towards preparation of a teacher training 
modules for this purpose.

One action research on teaching of science to tribal children has already been completed. There will be a 
workshop with resource persons from NCERT with effect from July 8, 1998 to consider the topics and modalities 
of action research to be undertaken.

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West Bengal Board of Primary Education er 


Since its inception in 1990 the West Bengal Board of Primary Education has been endeavouring to make | 
better provision for the development, expansion, management and control of primary education in pursuasion of 
the West Bengal Primary Education Act, 1973. 


For development and qualitative improvement of primary education in the State, the Board, with the approval. 
of the State Government and the financial assistance of the UNICEF, Calcutta has taken up some important | 
programme such as: 


(1) PROJECT FOR IMPROVING AND UNIVERSALISING THE QUALITY OF PRIMARY EDUCATION 
BASED ON STRATEGY OF MINIMUM LEVEL OF LEARNING IN WEST BENGAL: 


(a) The Project introduced in 1996-97 in selected primary schools located in the vicinity of the Primary 
Teachers’ Training Institutes utilising the services of teachers of the concerned PTTIs so that with 
their continued supervision and guidance to the schools and teachers, the quality is improved. 
All teachers were specially oriented for competency based teaching and evaluation. Up to 1997 
98 in 14 districts 26 PTTIs have been involved for the project in about 240 primary schools, 


Teachers’ Guide Books and Test Materials have duly been developed by the Board for teacher- 
empowerment and working out the level of achievement of students, Test at the end of the sessions 
are being held for assessing the achievement levels of students within the purview of this Project 
and these have revealed the fact that there has been considerable improvement in the quality of 
the teaching-learning in course of this very short period. 


The 130 schools in 7 districts, namely Burdwan, Hooghly, Midnapore, Puruliya, Jalpaiguri, North 24-Parganas 
and Murshidabad where the competency based teaching-learning was launched in October 2 in 1996-97 academic 
session in the first phase of the Project are termed as Project schools. The non-project schools, on the other hand, 
are those schools which were not within the purview of the Project but were selected afterward in the same districts 
as experimental groups only for administering best for the sake of comparison of achievement levels. 

Tests on the basis of similar text materials were administered to these two distinctly separate but comparable 
groups of students of Project and Non-Project schools at the end of the 1996-97 academic session. As is evident 

, from the level given above the performance of the students of Project schools are by and large better than that 
of the children of Non--Project schools in spite of the fact that the students of the Project schools had had the 
exposure to this particular TLM only in the later half of the 1996-97 academic session. 


Thus the Project introduced for bringing about qualitative improvement in teaching-learning at the primary 
stage has been proved to be effective as was expected. 


ANANDAPATH (JOYFUL LEARNING) PROGRAMME:

(a) Universal enrolment of all children 6f 54 age group; 

(b) Universal retention; and

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The programme has achieved a landmark with the publication of UNICEF funded newsletter styled “Anandapath” 
in April, 1998 that was formally released by Shri K. V. Radhunatha Reddy, formerlly Hon'ble Governor of West 
Bengal at Raj Bhavan on April 20, 1998. Itis expected to open up the possibility of constant and regular interaction 
among teachers, students, local functionaries and communities having the way for successful implementation of 
the programme. 

District Co-ordination Committee under the Chairmanship of Sabhadhipati of Zilla Parishad and the Block 


Co-ordination Committee under the Chairmanship of Sabhapati of Panchayat Samity are at the behest of implementing 
the Anandapath Programme at the district and block level. 


Cluster Resource Centres and Block Resource Centres are being made effective media for improving teaching- 
learning process and making more joyful. Continuous supervision system with Resource Persons in the District 
is being worked out in Anandapath schools. 


3. DPEP Cell in the Board 
D.PE.P. Cell of the Board has undertaken two major works: 
(a) Renewal and updating of Text Books at the primary level; 
(b) Strengthening Orientation/In-service Training of teachers in DPEP districts. 


4. Proper utilisation and rationalisation of manpower of the District Primary School Councils 


The Board organised a 3-day Workshop on 22-24 August, 1997 at Berhampore to formulate the ways and 
means of proper utilisation and rationalisation of manpower of the District Primary School Councils. The 
recommendations of the workshops have already been sent to all DPSCs for implementation with immediate effect. 


5. Study on the Status of Primary Education in West Bengal 


A project to study the Status of Primary Education in the State, duly approved by the Govt. of West Bengal, 
was undertaken by the Board with the financial assistance of UNICEF and under the guidance of Indian Institute 
of Management, Calcutta in 1996. Survey works have already been completed. A report is being prepared by the 
Project Team of IIMC. It is expected the report will be available very shortly. 


6. Accommodation of the Board's Office on its own Land and Building 

The Govt. of West Bengal has already allotted a plot of land measuring 18.655 cottahs at Salt Lake and a 
proposal for construction of a 6-storied Administrative Building on this land with an estimated cost of Rs. 152.82 
lakhs has been prepared and sent to the Govt. of West Bengal in 1997-98. 


The proposal is under considertion of the State Planning Board of the Govt. of West Bengal. 


7. Organisation of important Workshops during 1997-98: 


The Board, in close collaboration with the Regional Institute of Education, Bhubaneswar, organised two 

important 3-day Workshops at the Board's office. 

The theme of the workshops were: 

(i) “Strategies for effective handling of Large Class Size” : 3-day workshop followed by field-visits was 
participated by primary teachers, teacher-educators, educational administrators and faculty members of 
the RIE, Bhubaneswar. The objective of the workshop was to formulate the strategies to handle the large 
class size effectively. 

(ii) The second workshop was also a very important one : Formulation of Training Strategies to ensure 
effective participation of local communities/panchayats/municipalities for better functioning of primary 
schools with the participation, discussions and recommendations of Panchayat and Municipal functionaries, 
teachers, teacher-educators, educational administrators. The 3-day workshop formulated some basic 
indicators in the matter. On the basis of these the RIE, Bhubaneswar has prepared a module to be used 
in actual situations, This module will also be finalised in another 3-day workshop from 25-27 March, 
1998 at Bhubaneswar with the participation of the functionaries of local bodies, experts and teachers from 
the State. 
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CHAPTER IV 


Secondary Education 


1042 pattern of School Education is followed in West Bengal. In School sector, Secondary stage is divided in two 
stages viz. Junior High or Upper Primary which ends at the completion of Class VIII followed by 2 years of schooling 
which leads to first public examination called "Madhyamik Pariksha’’/ Secopndary Examination taken at the end of 
10 years of general studies. This is followed by 2 years of Higher Secondary Education. There are different types of 
schools viz. Junior High Schools, J unior Madrasahs, High Schools, High Madrasahs, Senior Madrashs and Higher 
Secondary Schools . All Higher Secvondary Schools have Classes V to Classes XII and that of. High and High 
Madrasahs from Classes V to Classes X. Classes VI to classes УШ are there in Jr. High and Jr. High Madrasahs. . In 
addition to that most of the recognised Degree Colleges have classes XI and XII of the Higher Secondary stage. 


First public examination which a child sits at the end of Xth Class is conducted by the West Bengal Board of 
Secondary Education or West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education. These two are autonomous bodies and have the 
provision of representation through election of the teaching & non-teaching staff of recognised Schools and Madrashas 
under the respective Boards. The elected teacher representatives constitute the majority in the Board. 


At the end of XIIth year of schooling a student sits for the next public examination conducted by West Ben gal 
Council Higher Secondary Education. The examination is known as “Higher Secondary Examination". 


Normal age of completion of secondary stage is 154 and that of higher secondary is 174. 


All schools sending their children for the public examination of West Bengal Board of Secondary Education, 
Madrasah Board and that of West Bengal Council Higher Secondary Education are recognised by those Boards. 
Mother tongue is the medium of instruction in almost all schools. The Students appearing at the public examination can 
write their answer scripts in Bengali, Hindi, Nepali, Urdu & English. However as a language Tamil, Telegu, Oriya and 


some other languages can be offered at the appropriate stages of public examination. English is also the medium of 
instruction in few schools. 


In the higher secondary stage students can opt for different subjects from science, humanities and commerce in 
addition to mother tongue and English. Some schools at this stage also offers vocational courses. 


State Government directly controls a few schools, and most of the schools are non-Government aided schools. 
There is no tution fees levied by the aided or Government schools in the State upto class XII. The salary components of 
teachers of all these schools including post retirement benefit like pension, gratuity etc., at rates as that of a Government 
employee, are borne by the State Government. Few schools which charge tution fees are not provided with the salary 
component by the Government. Few other schools get some aid in the form of D.A. though they charge tution fees. 


There is another type of schools which can be distinguished in terms of the management known as Government 
Sponsored schools. These schools are run by a management which is partly nominated and partly elected. Amongst 
these schools a few Ashram Type Schools which are residential schools for Boys and Girls of SC/ST communities. 


In addition the State Government also provides non-recurring grant, for the construction of school building, additional 
class rooms, development of libraries and laboratory facilities as well as some grant for the maintenance of hostels 
from time to time. 


The management of each aided school consists of members elected from amongst the parents and teachers. However 
there is a State Government nominee in the management.

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А Grant-in-Aid Scheme 


State Government provides recurring grant to different non-government Schools/Madrasahs to meet up salary 
component of the teaching and non-teaching staff. State Government also provides grants to some other schools 
known as D.A. geeting schools in the form of D.A. element to the teachers and non-teachers of the school. Prior to 
1978 a section of the non-Government Secondary Schools/Madrasahs were in receipt of salary deficit grant and 
some other were in receipt of lump grant. Since 1978 all non-Government recognised schools/Madrasahs were 
brought under the fold of grant-in-aid scheme and receiving grant. One of the conditions of release of the grant is 
that these schools will not charge a tution fees from any of the students. Annual fee levied is also fixed by the State 
Government. At present the State Government provides grant-in-aid for the maintanence of 8909 number of Jr. High, 
High, Higher Secondary Schools/Madrasahs with total no. of teachino staff 137142 and non-teaching staff of 33291. 
The teaching and non-teaching staff of 98 Sr. Madrasah with a total no. of teaching staff of 1433 and 300 no. of non- 
teaching staff also receive grants. si 


Grant-in-aid is also received in the form of D.A. by 42 no. of D.A. getting schools for 967 no. of teachers and 
243 no. of non-teachers. 


In 1997-98 the actual expenditure for maintanence of grant-in-aid scheme was Rs.1,168.20 crores.

The State Government releases grant for development of the secondary schools/madrasahs for the purpose of 
construction of repairing of school building (capital grant, improvement of laboratory, library, book bank and as well 
as subcidy for the maintanence of hostels. 


All grant-in-aid is paid to the teachers and non-teachers through the management of the schools/madrasahs. 
Directorate of School Education allocates funds through the Dist Inspector of Schools. The Dist. Inspector of Schools 
releases funds to the District Treasury who in turn allocates the required funds to the Link Bank and to the Paying Bank 
and finally the management collects grant-in-aid from the Paying Bank. The managements of the schools is responsible 
for the actual disbursement of salary to the teaching staff. Every effort is made to ensure payment to the teachers 
between 5th to 10th of every month.

) 5 Madhvamik Pariksha (Secondary Examination), holds Test Examination for External candidates. Th 
dual grievance redress mechanism prevailing this Board is unique in the country so far as the interest of the candidate. 
of the Madhyamik Pariksha is concerned. The Post-Publication Scrutiny and the Post-Publication Review are undertaken 
by Board every yyear. The results of the External Test Examinations, the final Madhyamik Pariksha and the post 
publication scrutiny and post-publication review are published on time every year. In the Madhyamik Pariksha, 1998 
the number of candidates enrolled is 5,20,049. The number of centres and the number of venues were 821 and 1679 
respectively. Board extends some additional facilities to the sightless and physically handicapped candidates in the 
form of allowing amanuensis and extra time as the case may be. By way of encouragement, Board also confers special 
merit awards to the eligible candidates in such category. A glimpse into some details in respect of the Madhyami 
Pariskha, 1997 will not be out of place here. Last year (1997) the total number of candidates enrolled was 4,96,8 
and the total number of examination centres/venues were 806/1551. The last year( 1997) the total number of 5.С, 
candidates enrolled was 84,735 and that of S.T. Candidates enrolled was 14,064. The conduct of Madhyamik Parikshi 
is a stupendous task for which Board successfully enlist the unstinted support of the general administration, polic 
administration, Railways and Postal authorities, the Education Department and Directorate, Board members, th 
Teachers’ Organizations, the respective School administration, the teaching community in general, officers and member: 
of the staff of the Board and all others concerned. 


Board undertakes the work of syllabus design and curriculum framework. As and when necessary Board updates 
these with the help of the statutory syllabus Committee and the respective Subject Advisory Committees. Experience 
and expertise of practicing teachers and academicians are turned to account in this area in the interest of secondary 
education. Board organizes Orientation Camps for in-service school teachers covering all the districts in the State. 
Despite heavy schedule of work, such orientation camps are organized with the active assistance of the Board members, 
the resource persons and the respective school administration and all concerned. In the year under review 9(nine) suc 
Camps were organized covering English, Bengali, History, Geography, Mathematics, Physical Science, Life Science 
in different Districts of the State. This is an on-going process every year. Board has to adjust with the academi 
schedule of schools so far as selection of time of such camps is concerned. 


Board published 28 Titles as Text Books for students of different classes. Board also allows other publishers to 
bring out Text Books for different classes on the basis of the report of expert Book-Reviewers. Learnin g English series 
) for Classes-VI to VIII. The newly revised books for Class IX is in the offing. 


West Bengal Board of Secondary Education is unique also in respect of management of the recognized schools. 
The recognized schools are managed under a set of Management Rules as per the Act of the Board. This area involves 
a great quantum of work which Board perform inspite of the tight-jacket of examination work schedule. 


Board has tow Statutory Committees for grievance redressal. The committee consituted under Section 24 of th 
Act considers and disposes of the cases of punishment/penalty instituted by the authorities of the recognized schools 
against the members of their staff. The Appeal Ccommittee attends to the petitions of the affected persons against wh 
punishment/penalty is imposed by the concerned authorities. 


The task of Recognition and Upgradation of schools is also undertaken by the Board. Some 9000 odd schools hav 
already been recognized by the Board. From 1996-97 and upto March, 1998 the number of schools Recognised by th 
Board is 39 and the number of schools upgraded to High Schools during this period is 21.

Higher Secondary Education in West Bengal is the tertiory stage of formal Education system of two vear duration 
and it begins at the end of the Secondary stage after 10 years’ of Schooling. 


It is a preparatory stage and also the gate way to enter in to the professional courses. 


The Higher Secondary or ten plus two courses are taught in Higher Secondary Schools and in some Colleges. The 
total number of Higher Secondary Institutions and Colleges where such courses are taught are as follows:

This ten plustwo pettern of education was introduced in West Bengal in the year 1976 and two types of courses are 
taught in the Higher Secondary institutions viz.(1) General Course Stream (2) Vocational Stream. The Higher Secondary 
Schools where such courses are followed are controlled by the School Education Directorate and the Colleges where 
plus two courses are taught are under the control of the Directorate of Public Instruction. 8

CHAPTER VI 


State Council for Educational Research and Training (S.C.E.R.T.) 


— The SCERT, West Bengal symbolises quest for quality in School Education. With this symbol in forefront it has 


been carrving our since its inception various plans, projects, programmes, survevs, studies and activities in the 
field of primary & Secondary education. During the year 1997-98 SCERT carried out a large number of activities 
in the following fields of Education: 


Achivements During the Session 1997-98 
In the field of Primarv Education. 


The project on Profile of Primarv Teacher, as a matter of fact, indicated the factors responsible for low perfor- 
mance of a section of primarv teachers and suggested measures to be adopted to motivate them for better 
performance. 


The Special Orientation Programme for Primarv Teachers. 


This programme was introduced under the auspices of the NCERT right at this juncture with the basic objective 
to promote the achievement level of the students in terms of competencies. The competencv-based teaching 
learning strategy is the kev-note of this programme with the target to bring everv in-service teacher within the 
purview of this Special Orientation Programme of Primary School Teachers (S.O.P.T.) which has alreadv cov- 
ered 13 districts during the session 1997-98, and almost 94,000 teachers have been trained under this programme 
during the said session. The programme is now being implented throughout the districts barring the five dis- 
tricts under the D.P.E.P. 


Survev on Drop-out. 


A booklet has been published bv SCERT, West Bengal, containing an academic research work on drop-outs at 
primarv aducation level. This research work also shows a comparative studv on the flow of students to Primarv 


schools together with the drop-outs, if anv and reasons therefore with suggested measures to put a feasible 
check to such drop-out in the Primary Schools in: 


Project on common Errors in Bengali and Mathematics at the Primary level. 


This project was undertaken to find out common errors committed by the students at Class IV in the subjects 
like Bengali and Mathematics, The results so obtained in this project, are expected to help qualititive improve- 


ment in the area of Primary Education and also will open, up anew horizon in eradication common errors while 
teaching and learning those subjects properly. 


Profile of physically handicapped students as well as teachers studying and teaching respectively in 
the recognised schools especially for integration of physically handicapped students in West Bengal. 


Keeping this fact in view a seminar on Primary Education for Children with special needs (as needed by DPEP. 
West Bengal) was held on the 10th December, 1996 a booklet published by the SCERT. West Bengal containing 


reporkt on (1) problems and issues raised (2) Suggestions and recommendations made by the experts in the 
said seminar.

(i) ^ Theresearch-tvpe project on the reading ability of students at the beginning of Class VIII and its impact on their 
performance has been appreciated by some experts in this area of Education. 


(ii) The academic project interalia on flow of students in Class-V and subsequent drop-outs, if any, upto Class-VIII 
is now going on. This Research Project is to find out the reasons behind the drop-outs and also to suggest some 
measures to pur a check to such drop-outs. 


(iii) The Project on competency-based graded evaluation has beenundertaken with a view to throw new light on the 
mode of examination usually held to assess the performance of the students in the entirely of the expected 
competencies. 


In the field of teacher education : 


SCERT has been selected as The Nodal Agency to the National Council for Teacher Education in this State. It 
has meanwhile completed the project : Status Study of Teacher Education in West Bengal. The Report awaits 
publication by the NCTE at the national level. 


Urban Development Department, Govt. of West Bengal has allotted a land measuring more or less 13.6394 
Cottahs at Salt Lake City for construction of a complex of SCERT and as well as strengthening of SCERT 
which has already taken possession of the land and submitted rough plan and cost estimate prepared by the 
Chief Engineer, Construction Board, Govt. of West Bengal with a view to enabling the School Education 
Department for placement of necessary fund towards construction of the Complex out of the current year’s 
budget provision. It will no doubt be a remarkable achievement if the proposed 7-storeyed building may be 


constructed in the coming year of '98-'99 or so. 


Plans and Programmes for 1998-1999 


Besides taking the responsibility of teacher training under DPEP, the SCERT, West Bengal has been invited by 
the UNICEF, W.B. to undertake a number of projects on Primary Education and Primary Teacher Training 


Institutes.

The Scheme of Modernisation of Madrasah Education. 


The Govt. of India has sponsord a scheme of financial assistance to voluntary organisation/Govt. aided institution 
for modernisation of Madrasah Education. The object of the scheme is to encourage traditional institutions like Madrasah 
and Maktabs by giving financial assistance to introduce science, Mathematics, Social-Studies, Hindi & English in 
their curriculam. The process of modernisation of traditional madrasah and Maktabs will be entirely voluntary. The 
students of those institutions will get the opportunity to acquire education comparable to the national Educational 
System. The scheme is desired to cover the following items namely :- 


a) Financial Assistance to the extent of 100% for appointment of qualified teachers for teaching Science, 
Mathematics, Social Studies and languages. 


b) Assistance for establishment of book strengthening of libraries in the Modernisation of those subjects. 
б) Production of Science kits, Mathematics kits assential eguipments etc. 
d) Any other item with the approval of the grant-in-aid committee. 


In view of the practical difficulties stated above. A proposal for extending financial assistance to all the recognised 
Madrasah of the state was initiated by the Education Directorate and sent to Education Department for consideration 
of the Govt. of India with a view for streamlining the scheme which is expected to run in coming years and also for 
creating some assets of the institutions and for sustainable improvement of Madrasah Education of the state as a 
whole. The state level grant-in-committee in a meeting considered the above proposal and unanimously approved the 
same. The committee also resolved to send this proposal to the Govt. of India for granting financial assistance in favour 
of 476 different types of recognised madrasahs of the state. Accordingly the School Education Department sent the 


proposal to the Govt. of India for their consideration. 
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ANGLO-INDIAN EDUCATION IN WEST BENGAL 


In West Bengal there are 177 schools affiliated to either Indian Council for Secondary Education or Central Board 
of Secondary Education, New Delhi. Out of these 177 schools 64 Secondary/Higher Secondary School, 3 Primary 
Schools and one Teachers' Training Institution (TTC) are provided with financial support in the form of Govt. D.A. 
and Ad-hoc Bonus. In the year 1997-98 total fund released to these schools amounts to Rs.20.53 crores. In this way 
about 2972 teachers and 2038 non-teaching staff of these schools got Govt. grant in the year 1997-98. 


State Govt. also has two Govt. Schools - one for the boys and other for the girls affiliated to the I.C.S.E. Council. These 
two schools Victoria Boys’ School and Dow Hill Girls’ Schools, Kurseong are provided will full financial assistance, 
Victoria Boys’ Schools admits bous in Class IV while Dow Hill Girls’ Schools admits both boys and girls’ in KG-I 
which is the Pre-Primarv stage and maintains co-educational status up to Class-III. In Class-IV some of these boys are 
admitted directly to Victoria Boys’ Schools These two schools are residential schools and the medium of instruction is 
English. Boarding fees are collected from the students and are deposited as Govt. revenue in the Treasury. To maintain 


the boarding and other establishment cost in the year 1997-98, Rs.78.22 lakhs were released to Victoria Boys’ and 
Dow Hill Girls’ Schools respectively. 


There are 4 under graduate Teachers’ Training College which teach a course leading to the certification known as 
T.T.C. - Teachers’ Training Certificates for Primary Schools. It is 2 years course. A joint committee headed by the 
Director of School Education, West Bengal finalise the results of the T.T.C. Examination. Under the signatures of the 
D.S.E. W.B. D.D.S.E.(VS) and the Principal of the concerned Training College certificate of the said Examination is 
issued to the successful candidates. Examination is conducted by a Committee formed with the Head of the Teachers’ 
Training Colleges. State Govt. arranges the printing and distribution of the question papers. 


In the year 1997, 93 candidates appeared in the Т.Т.С. Examination and 73 candidates qualified. 
Schools which are affiliated to I.C.S.E. or C.B.S.C. Council are required to obtain. No objection Certificate from 
the State Govt. Matters relating to NOC of these schools are processed in the Anglo-Indian Schools section of the 


School Education Directorate which is headed by the D.D.S.E(A/S), W.B. in the year 1997-98, 21 schools were 
favoured with N.O.C. Out of 21 only 3 applied for affiliation to C.B.S.E.while 18 others are for I.C.S.E. Council.

There are in all four Government Tols which are (1) Tol Department, Sanskrit College, Calcutta, (2) Pandit D.V.P. 
Government Sanskrit College (Tol), Nabadwip, Nadia (4) M.G.N. Government Sanskrit College (Tol), Cooch Behar. 


Adhyapakas teaching in these Government Tols enjoy the pay scale of a trained graduate of aided schools. The 
Principal gets an allowance of Rs.100/- per month in addition to his own pay scale. 

There are in all two Government sponsored Tols-(1) SAhyamsundar Chatuspathi, District Burdwan (2) Bijoy 
Chatuspathi, District Burdwan. 


There are 761 non-Government Tols where 900 Adhyapakas are engaged. In addition to Adhyapakas, some Tols 
are provided with Clerk and Group 'D' staff. All Adhyapakas, Clerk and Group 'D' staff get honorarium known as 
D.A. element from the State Government. The Secretary, Bangiua Sanskrit Shiksha Parisad disburses the grants to 
these non-Government Tols who in turn receive the grants from the Director of School Education. In 1995-96, the 
State Government spent in all Rs.263 lakhs for the maintenance as well as conduct of Examinations etc. of these Tols.

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CHAPTER IX 
School Service Commission 


In West Bengal leaving about 40 Govt. Secondary and Higher Secondary Schools, most of the schools numbering 
about 10,000 are in receipt of the Govt. aid. These schools are considered as Aided schools. Some of them gets 100% 
aid for the salaries of the teachers and non-teachers, a few only get the D.A. element of the teachers and non-teachers 
pay. All these aided schools have their own management and the Managing Committee of each such Secondary or the 
Higher Secondary Schools used to appoint the teaching and the non-teaching staff after selecting them according to 
certain prescribed procedure laid down by the Director of School Education. State govt. after reviewing the procedure 
of appointment of teachers made certain amendment in the management of the recognised non-Govt. Institutions and 
set up the School Service commission to select the teachers for these schools. 


Henceforth all recruitment of the teachers will be made through the School Service Commission for over 10,000 
Schools and Madrasahs comprising over 1,50,000 posts of teachers. 


The concept of School Service Commission was given a shape in the 48th year of Republic of India through a Bill 
in the Legislative Assembly. The Bill obtained Presidential assent and as an Act it came into being from Ist April, 
1997 as a School Service Commission Act, 1997. As per the Act the School Service Commission has started working 
since 1st. November, 1997 with its 4 Regional Service Commissions like Commission for Eastern Region is situated at 
Burdwan, the Southern Regional Commission at Calcutta, the Western Regional Commission at Bankura and Northern 


The Central School Service Commission and other 4 Regional Service Commission have been constituted with 5 
members for each Service Commission including one Chairman of the said Commission. And accordingly on 21.10.97 
all appointment of the Chairman of the Service Commission and the members of the Commission have been issued. 


The School Service Commission has accordingly started its process of selection 
news papers inviting applications and examinations of the candidates against diffe 
completed and works are going on for publication of a complete panel.

The aim is to take education to the door step of those persons who are largely deprived of educational facilities of 
the formal system. The prioritised client groups are rural people, urban poor girls and women, Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes and backward classes, handicapped children, house-wives etc. Those who are unemployed and 
partly employed may also avail the opportunity for further education for the betterment of their employment opportunities. 
It will also take care of school drop-outs. 


Students will be allowed to learn at their own pace. So after the admission they will have in five years and nine 
chances to complete the course. The facilities of credit accumulation during the course of study will be provided to the 
learners. The progress will be monitored and will be communicated to them through Tutor Marked Assessment. The 
assessment will form an important component not only for effective learning but also for preparing learners for 
external examinations. 


The programme will be made available to the learners through a network of study centres located at different parts 
of the State. These study centres will organise personal contact programme to clear doubts and problems faced with the 
learning materials. 


The State Government has constituted governing body headed by a Chairman with thirteen members and appointed 
a Director for the State Open School. The Director will be the Chief Executive. The governing body had their meetings 
in this year. In the month of May with the academic session of the State, the State Open School will start admitting the 
first batch of students for its secondary course. 


EDUCATION FOR BACKWARD COMMUNITIES 


As per the last Census conducted in 1991, 23.6% and 5.6% of the total population in West Bengal belong to 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes respectively. Compared to other sections of the society the incidents of poverty 
is greater among the S.C. people. The same picture obtains everywhere in India. These people are lagging far behand 
than others not only in the economic sphere but also educational. In India, only 37% of the S.C. population are literate. 
This figure in respect of Scheduled Tribes is more dismal. Only 30% of them are literate. Leaving aside the S.C. and 
S.T. population, the percentage of literacy among other classes of people is comparatively high i.e. 58%. The Census 
figure 1971 and 1981 reveal more or less the same picture. In fact, people belonging to S.C., S.T. and other backward 
communities is victim of socio-economic exploitation for decades. 


Butin the spehere of economic development the State Government has taken positive steps for their advancement 
in the field of education and cultural programmes also. Education crcates awareness. That is why seats have been 
reserved in educational institutions for students belonging to S.C. and S.T.. right from the Primary level to the level of 
Higher Education. Strict vigil is maintained to ensure compliance with the reservation rules. Due to poverty and 
rampant backwardness most of the S.C. and S.T families are lagging behind even in Primary Education, let alone 
Higher Education. To encourage the children of these families to learn and to bring them within the fold of Higher 
Education the State Govt. has introduced the reservation rules for S.C. and S.T. students. Along with these various 
incentives and merit scholarships have been introduced. As a result of these efforts, the number of S.C. and S.T. 
students in different schools, colleges and universities in the State has increased remarkably during the last few years. 
The social status of these families has thus improved and at the same time education has awakened their consciousness. 
Suitable steps have been taken by the State Govt. The Nationalised Text Books are distributed free of cost through 
panchayat system. In every district different communities of S.C. and S.T. have old cultural tradition and heritage of 
their own. The State Govt. is determined to preserve this age-old cultural heritage. With this end in view all the clubs 
of Scheduled Tribes in different districts have been reinforced with financial grants and different sorts of assistance. 
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Financial assistance for Education 


In West Bengal there are 200 Ashrams and Hostels for S.C. and S.T. students. Some of these are meant for 
students up to class-IV. Students up to Class-VIII can take advantage of the rest. In addition to providing food and 
lodging, clothings are supplied to the inmates of these Ashrams and Hostels. The residential students of these Ashrams 
and Hostels reading in Class-V and above are paid monthly stipends by S.C. and T.W. Deptt. The amount of this 
stipends varies from Rs.220/- to Rs.425/- depending on the class in which the student reads. Besides, this Department 
pays special grants @ Rs.500/- per month to meritorious S.C. and S.T. students reading in Class IK to XII. The 
scheme for payment of grant was introduced in the year 1988. Nearly 1200 students are benefited every year by this. 
This Deptt. has also taken the initiative to engage S.C. and S.T. girl students in the State. Separately stipends are paid 
every month to 2400 girl students reading in class-V to X. The amount of the stipend varies from Rs.75/- to Rs.150/- 
depending on the class in which a girl student reads. Each district has a fixed quota of stipend. Stipendiaries are 
selected on the basis of merit and attendance in classes. Dav Scholars who hail from poor S.C. and S.T. families and 
read in Class/V to X are paid financial assistance of Rs.30/- every month by this Department. There is a committee 
under the Chairmanship of the Sabhadhipati in everv district to select students who would be eligible for this assistance. 
On the basis of recommendations of Panchavats in rural areas and Municipalities in urban areas the committee prepares 
the list of eligible students. 1 lakh students of S.C. families living below the povertv line are enjoving this assistance 
every year. In the cases of Scheduled Tribes all students below the povertv-line are given this assistance. 


Nearlv 70/80 thousand Tribe students are thus being benefited. 


For the development of proper education amongst the Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribes Education Deptt. of 
the State Government has tendered various financial assistance to the students of the said communities. For the total 
upliftment of the backward communitv like besides Education Deptt. S.C. and T.W. Deptt. has been formulated an 
action plan to accelerate the process of development of these people. This plan is meant for more then 2 crores of S.C. 
and S.T. population and the said backward communities living in this State. In this plan of 1996-97 priority has been 
given to five sectors. One of this is education. Students reading in Class-V to XII are eligible for such financial benefit 
and in this sphere of education a sum of Rs.10,37,00,000/- has been earmarked as grant for a total number of 11,40,000 
students hailing from Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes whose familv income does not exceed Rs.18,000/- per 
annum will get Rs.30/- per month as Subsistence Allowance. Students who are below the Madhvamik level are entitled 
to this benefit. A sum of Rs.4,36,00,000/- has been earmarked for nearly 1,10,000 students of Scheduled Caste for this 
purpose. Simultaneously an amount of Rs. 2,50,00,000/- has been allowed for 69,000/- Scheduled Tribe students. 
Along with this Rs.16 crores has been allowed for payment of stipends to 39,000 Scheduled Caste and 9600 Scheduled 
Tribe students who have passed the Madhyamik Examination. In addition to this Residential Stipends, Special Merit 
Scholarship etc. are to be awarded as usual. In this state, 20 more hostels for male and 24 more female Scheduled Caste 
and Scheduled Tribe students are now under construction. A target for bringing 90,000 Scheduled C

Class Project 


Computer literacy and studies in schools (CLASS), a Centrally Sponsored Scheme funded entirely by the Gov- 
ernment of India was launched in the State in the year 1984. 232 schools were brought under the CLASS Project and 
another 25 schools are expected to be brought under the same scheme in this year. The Project aims to Provide 
Computer literacy to the students of Classes XI and XII as well as in other Classes. However, initially the Project was 
taken up as an outside school activities and subsequently schools have been requested to provide atleast two periods 
per week for the theoretical classes of the Project. 


Till 1993-94 the machines which were supplied to the schools were BBC Micros and later it has been dcided that 
PCs will be supplied to the schools. When the Project was taken up, resource centres Were set up at the Computer 
Science Department of Jadavpur University, B.E. College, Vidyasagar University and Durgapur R.E. College. Faculty 
members used to provide the academic support as well as the training of the teachers who used to teach the students. 
Incidentallly the IIT, kharagpur was also a resource centre which discontinued after few years. The revised format of 
the scheme provided by the Government of India presecribes that the agencies to be selected and the Instructors of the 
agencies will be providing the necessary instruction to the students. Districtwise break-up of the schools which have 
been included under the scheme is given below.

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Scheme of Integrated Education for the Disabled Children (IEDC) 


This is a Centrallv Sponsored Scheme and was launched in the year 1974 by the then Department of Scoial 
Welfare, Govt. of india since 1982. Under the scheme handicapped children are sought to be integrated in the normal 
school system. Hundred percent assistance is provided to the States/UTs for education of the children suffering from 
certain mild handicaps in common-schools with the help of necessary aids, incentives and specially trained teachers, 


The following type of disabled children are covered under this scheme:- 
Children with locomotor handicaps (O.H.) 


L: 

2. Mild and moderately hearing impaired 

3. Partially sighted children 

4. Mentally handicapped-educable group (IQ 50-70) 

5. Children with multiple handicaps (Blind and orthopedic, educable mentally retarded and orthopedic, visual impaired 
and mild hearing handicap), 

6. Children with learning disabilities. 


1. The handicapped children are provided the following allowances and facilities under this scheme as indicated 
below: 


a. Books and stationery allowance of Rs.400/- per annum 
b. Uniform allowance of Rs.200/- per annum 


c. Transport allowance of Rs.50/- per month (if a disabled child admitted under the scheme resides in a hostel of 
the school within the school premises, no transportation charge will be admissible.) 


d. Reader allowance of Rs.50/- per moth in case of blind children after class-V 
Escort allowance for severely handicapped children with lower extremity disabilities @ Rs.75/- per month. 
f. Actual cost of equipment subject to a maximum of Rs.2,000/- per student for a period of five years.

in a school. The attendant may be given the standard scale of pay prescribed for Group-D employees in the State/

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Subsequently, it was decided that two north Bengal districts namely Jalpaiguri and Cooch Behar may also be 
covered under this scheme and further supplementary proposal for financial assistance under the scheme be sent to the 
Govt. of India for consideration. Accordingly, two officials from the Directorate of School Education visited the two 
districts on 18.12.97 and 19.12.97 and held meeting with the concerned District Inspector of Schools. It was found that 
heads of the institutions are very much eager to introduce the scheme in their schools and a proposal of 55 schools of 
both the districts were received by this Directorate. 


The Directorate of School Education, thereafter, submitted the proposal for financial assistance under the scheme 
to the Dept. of Education, Govt. of India in two phases for consideration. In the first phase, a proposal for financial 
assistance under the scheme amounting to Rs. 17,00,400/- for the year 1997-98 was sent covering the districts of 
Calcutta, Hooghly, Howrah and South 24-Parganas. In the second phase, a supplementary proposal for financial 
assistance amounting to Rs.36,38,300/- only was sent covering the districts of Cooch Behar & Jalpaiguri. The School 


Education Department has already sent those proposals to the Govt. of India for early consideration. 


Pension 


A person serving in an aided institution recognised by the Board of Secondary Education or Madrasah Education 
as well as Primary Council of different districts in the capacity of teaching and non-teaching post gets pensionary 
benefits provided by the State Government. The pensionary benefits include retirement gratuity, pension including 
family pension. The rates of such benefit are the same as that of the State Government employees. After serving 33 
years continuously a person is entitled for superannuation pension @ 50% of basic pay last drawn. Gratuity is equivalent 
to 16.1/2 months’ basic pay. In addition to that the teachers as well as the non-teachers get the benefit of provident fund 
also. The rate of interest is same as that of the Government employees enjoy. The scope of provisional pension immediately 
after retirement is also extended to the teaching and non-teaching employees of the schools. A pensioner can also draw 
his/her pension from the Bank.

The expenditure as well as Budget is usually classified under Plan and non-plan heads. Plan expenditure 
comprises all the expenditure in respect of new projects initiated during the plan period or continued from the 
previous plan period.
